Hubs latest study, which ranked Chi- 
cago loth among the best cities for 
professional and college baseball fans.

New %rk, St. Louis and Los Ange- 
les topped the Ust with scores of 58.07, 
53.34 and 52.81, respectively. Chicago’s 
scored a 39.51, narrowly beating De- 
troit (39.48) for a spot in the top 10. 
Despite all the hoopla surrounding 
the Cubs and their historic season 
thus far, Chicago didn’t even break 
the top five?

To determine the best places to be 
a baseball fan, WalletHub compared

FROM GOAT DISHES TO SOARING AIRBNB RATES, CUBS FEVER TAKES HOLD

Mmm,goat 

Chicago Cubs fans eager to beat the Curse of 
the Billy Goat also want to feast on the billy 
goat. 

“It always happens, but this year is crazy” 
said Cookie Davos, co-owner of Halsted 
Packing House in the Fulton River District. 

Davos estimates goat sales at the butcher 
shop and slaughterhouse have been up 
about 25 percent this fall, including orders 
from restaurants that typically stick to more 
mainstream American fare. 

“They’re coming up with goat sausage and 
goat burgers— I even have a taco joint that’s 
doing goat tacos,” she said. 

Q-BBQ will be selling smoked goat 
sandwiches at a lunchtime pop-up restaurant 
in Willis Tower this week. In Lakeview, 
Dark Horse Tap & Grille’s “Eat the Curse” 
special— a goat and pork bratwurst with gyro- 
style seasonings and caramelized onions— has 
been on the menu opening week and at all 
playoff games. 

“It gives Americans a chance to try 
something different. It’s very good meat and 
very tasty, and it’s great for people to start 
broadening their palates,” Davos said. 


Soaring Airbnb rates 

Sean Abies and his roommate joked about 
renting their Wrigleyville apartment on 
Airbnb during the Cubs’ postseason run, 
hoping to make some money off traveling 
fans. 

Then the Cubs kept winning, and it wasn’t 
a joke anymore. 

They listed their two-bedroom apartment 
for $1,000 a night on the room-renting 
platform Sunday night, Abies said. So far, 
they haven’t gotten any bites, but they’re not 
giving up. 

“We’ll give it two days of the super high 
inflation rates {then} lower it down to more 
reasonable prices,” Abies said. “We initially 
expected to get around $350 a night.” 

There’s a two-bedroom condo five blocks 
from Wrigley Field listed for $800 a night, 
and another on Addison Street for $500 per 
night. Some prices are high farther from 
Wrigley too: A one-bedroom apartment in 
Uptown is listed for $780 per night. 

Before your vision is clouded by dollar 
signs, remember that much of what has been 
booked have been reasonably priced rentals, 
said Ben Breit, Chicago-based press secretary 
for Airbnb. 

“I would take a look Thursday, and I bet a 
lot of those outrageously priced listings are 


still going to be there,” he said. 

Breit couldn’t yet provide comprehensive 
numbers for listings for this weekend, but 
he said Airbnb did see an increase in people 
listing on and booking through its platform 
during the postseason. 

Neighborhoods around the ballpark— 
Uptown, Roscoe Village, Lakeview, 
Wrigleyville, Boystown, North Center and 
Buena Park— saw a 6.6 percent growth in the 
number of listings from Sept, i to Oct. i. 

Then on Oct. 14-16, when the Cubs played 
the first few games of the National League 
Championship Series, the number of those 
staying with Airbnb in Chicago increased 
25 percent to 10,000 travelers, Breit said. 

Work dress codes 

Not that state workers’ jobs or potential 
upward mobility depend on it, but Illinois 
Gov Bruce Rauner on Sunday told directors of 
state agencies that they have the “discretion” 
to allow employees to wear Cubs garb at work 
through the end of the World Series. 

“It is not a mandate nor is it a condition 
of employment or advancement,” said the 
memo from Rauner chief of staff Richard 
Goldberg. 

It concluded less subtly: 

“Thank you and Go Cubs Go! #FlytheW!”

Rate your CPD encounter 
with Excuse Me Officer app

A Chicago startup wants to let citizens rate 
and review interactions with police officers, 
a la Yelp. 

The Excuse Me Officer website, and its up- 
coming mobile app, could provide data about 
heroic officers providing good service as well 
as about bad actors who might discriminate or 
sexually harass, CEO Channing Harris said. 

The startup won this month’s South Side 
Pitch competition, hosted by the Institute for 
Justice Clinic on Entrepreneurship. 

In a test period that ran from August 
through mid-October, users could leave 
online reviews, videos and tips regarding 
civilian-police interactions. 

“We allow the public to keep 
up with the law enforcement be- 
havioral trends happening in our 
own communities,” Harris said. 

The database will combine 
public ratings with Chicago Po- 
lice Department data on police 
misconduct allegations. (About 
56,459 allegations were sent to 
the CPD from 2012 to 2015; 95.9 
percent of them were found un- 
sustained, according to the site.) 

An iOS app is scheduled to be 
launched Dec. 5. 

Eeatures include emergency 
contacts that can alert lawyers 
or loved ones when and where a 
person is stopped and, if arrested, which pre- 
cincts they are headed to. If a user reports a 
negative interaction, the app advertises a list 
of lawyers. 

“If you see me getting harassed and you 
have video, you now can get it over to me, and 
I can get the support that I need,” said Harris, 
26, who grew up in North Lawndale. “It’s the 
easiest and most efficient way to report any 
type of police mishap.” 

It’s also a way of going on record to salute 
good cops, he said. 

‘As a child of a police officer, I struggled for 
an answer to the madness that was happening 
in my city” Harris said. “Police-public relations 


were hitting an all-time low due to the Laquan 
McDonald situation being revealed.” 

The business promotes activities to im- 
prove citizen-police relationships. Excuse 
Me Officer sponsored a block party in August 
to bring community residents and police of- 
ficers together. 

“We can showyou there are indeed cops that 
serve and protect and which ones they are,” 
Harris said. “Our platform loves good cops.” 

Such an app could be effective, provided 
there’s a way to vet users, said Clarence E. Cox 
III, vice president of the National Organiza- 
tion of Black Law Enforcement Executives. 
Harris’ mother is president of a local chapter 
of the organization. 

“I think it can help if done in 
the right way: If there’s legiti- 
macy to the app and there’s an 
opportunity for the sender to be 
contacted later to address the 
issue,” Cox said. 

And it should have a way to 
measure the numbers of com- 
plaints to the numbers of inter- 
actions officers have, he said. 

Dean Angelo Sr., president of 
the Eraternal Order of Police’s 
Chicago lodge, said he hopes 
the developers promote the 
ability to give police officers fa- 
vorable reviews. 

“If {Harris} said he developed 
it to bring out better relationships, it would 
be great if he markets that prominently so 
that people realize this is an app for people to 
engage in that type of sharing one’s positive 
experiences with the police,” he said. 

“The negative stuff; it’s sometimes the 
same voices repeatedly sharing experiences,” 
Angelo said. “Similar to the accountability 
task force sessions and those public forums — 
people that come to every event and speak at 
multiple sessions.” 

Excuse Me Officer plans to make money 
through advertisements, merchandise sales and 
providing customized data for organizations, 
he said, cherylv.jackson is a freelance writer.

I said yes because I think I was just looking 
for an excuse to play drums. 

So we scheduled a practice at their space. 

I remember walking in and Evan’s holding 
the bass, and I’m like, “{Bleep}. What did I 
get myself into?” because I loved how Evan 
writes on guitar and had never heard this 
guy play before. I was so bummed that Evan 
wasn’t going to write the songs on guitar, but 
then Matt plugged in and {bleep}ing shred- 
ded. This song is me just playing a straight 
beat under them just killing, with Evan kill- 
ing it singing and Matt’s guitar-playing. It’s 
fun to play live too. 

Evan wrote everything. I agreed to the 
band to practice once or twice a week and as 
an excuse to go drink beer. They would usu- 
ally come to me with songs loosely arranged, 
and they’d get together on their own then 
come to me as the old guy— I’d come out after 
I put my kids to bed— and we’d finish them. 
That’s their band; I just had fun doing it. 

OWLS 

"A Drop of Blood...” off “Two” (2014) 

On this song, Victor’s 
parts are insane. When 
we agreed or decided 
to do another album, I 
was sort of like, “I can’t 
do that much math any- 
more {for Owls’ often 
non-standard time signatures}.” So Tim and 
Victor got together and ironed out a lot of it. 
Tim was playing guitar too, which he didn’t 
do on the first record, so a lot of the songs are 
Victor’s leads dancing all over it. 


We came together with 12 or 14 different 
songs that they had worked out, and with 
this one, I was like, “That sounds like Oasis!” 
And because of that, I loved it immediately 
because it’s just like these four chords. Then 
whatever Sam {Zurick} wanted to do. I’m 
sure I just told him that he was playing these 
chords too because it sounded so good. I 
don’t know, I just love it. I want to be in a 
band that always sounds like that, like Jesus 
and Mary Chain, like raw, straight-up rock. 

That song is sort of my influence on Owls. 
There are other, more clever Owls songs that 
I thought about picking, but I think now I’m 
beyond caring about that sort of thing. 

OWEN 

“Lost” off “The King of Whys” (2016) 

I liked the process of 
this record. I liked 
being forced to create 
and work with super 
talented— and they’re 
from Wisconsin, so 
super nice— people 
{Bon Iver drummer S. Carey at Justin Ver- 
non’s April Base studios in Eau Claire, Wis.}. 

I loved everything about it, and I want to do 
it again. There were two eight- or nine-day 
sessions, and the first few days of the first 
session, it was like, “Hey, how are you?” and 
small talk. We had met before because S. 
Carey opened for American Eootball in 2014 
and with Owen. I knew I liked their music 
and their musical aesthetic, but I didn’t know 
how he worked in the studio. I didn’t know if 
he’d show up at 9 a.m. smoking a huge blunt 
or whatever. He didn’t, by the way 


I had a record last year with Neil Strauch, so 
I had this one guy I trust that I can sing these 
awkward and sincere lyrics to. And because 
I hadn’t sung in front of other people {in the 
studio} for years, I was kind of nervous. Would 
these people care? Is it like a paycheck for 
them for two weeks? But after a few days, I 
realized like they had listened to the demos I’d 
sent, they had ideas, they were critical, telling 
me I could do certain parts better, which was 
cool. So I did that first session, and then I 
came home for Christmas and aU that stuff, 
and I went back to another eight or nine days. 
The second sessionwas way more comfortable. 

I picked “Lost” because I really like this 
Owen album because it’s not very technical 
or math-y {in the arrangements}. I think I’m 
wandering away from it. So this song in partic- 
ular, while it sounds completely different now, 
it’s also in some way is exactly as it {sounded} 
when I wrote it in my kitchen. It’s just a guy 
and a guitar. Zac {Hanson}, the guy who engi- 
neered the record, arranged the strings at the 
end in such away that just kills me. I’ve cried 
listening to this record. So, he killed it. 

I relate to this one the most. It’s the most 
relevant to me. I think I did a good job saying 
what I wanted to say I had the “stay poor and 
die trying” line, which is just a rephrase from 
that “get rich or die trying” thing. I have 
another old song called “O, Evelyn,” which 
isn’t my daughter’s name, but it’s my song to 
her. So I started writing one for my son as 
like this young heU-raiser: “Stay poor and die 
trying/Take the drugs I didn’t take/Lay the 
whores I didn’t lay” Obviously he shouldn’t 
do any of that stuff, but the song fleshed out 
from those lines. 


AMERICAN FOOTBALL 

“Give Me the Gun” off “American Football” (2016) 

I think with that one, I 
just think we all nailed 
it. I think some of {the} 
songs, not to get too 
much into the process, 
we were being a real 
band. We were just 
passing files back and forth via Dropbox. And 
then a couple of times we got together in a 
room and tried to like arrange stuff and then 
we were just in a studio. So it was like, what 
can we make out of these ideas we have. 

That song was started by the drummer 
Steve Lamos, he literally just had that beat. A 
couple of days went by and Nate {Kinsella} 
had that bassline and the harmonics. So he 
kind of had the whole melody And I was like, 
“What the heU do I sing on top of this 5/4 
or 5/8 arrangement?” I tried to give it some 
weight right off the bat by saying, “Give me 
the gun.” I think as a listener you’re sort of 
invested already if there’s a gun involved. I 
don’t know. I think I killed it. I think we all 
did. Then with the production from Jason 
Cupp, I think that song just sounds great too. 

Honestly that one was more work in a 
way that the other ones there weren’t work. 
Where some songs I don’t know what to say 
or whatever, but that song, it was like, “How 
do you fit a melody on top of that beat?” 

Once I figured out the cadence— so when I’d 
write lyrics, I tapped the beat to myself— but 
once I figured it out, it came to me fast. 
There’s only like seven lines on that song. 
That one was easy actually Maybe that’s why
